first .ruled that Siki had been dis- 
qualified for tripping, but the throng 
which considered that Carpentier 
had been beaten squarely by a bet- 
ter man, received the decision with 
a great chorus of hoots and jeers 
and even threatened the referee with 
bodily harm. The three judges,- Vic- 
tor Beyer and .Teon Pujol, French- 
men, and Denison of London, went 
into consultation. 
An hour later 


they declared the Negro the winner. 


Their verdict was received with 


terrific cheering from the spectators 
who had remained in the arena for 
it many of them in an ugly mood 
Carpentries: had been hooted by large 
numbers of the crowd as 'he was 
taken from the ring to his*dressing 
room.

FACE APPROACHING CAR 


The 1923 Wisconsin legislature should draft 


and pass a, law which will insure greater safety 
on the Wisconsin highways by. enacting, a meas- 
ure compelling those walking on roads to-face 
the approaching car.

Many a person has lost hb or her life by 


foiling to'hear or see. an approaching car. If 
a law were placed on the statute books com- 
pelling pedestrians to walk towards the car, 
a speed demon would have little "chance for a 
defense in case of an accident, and 'on the other 
hand the person' walking would have a full 
view of the car and its occupants, and1 this 
would be of value where trials resulted. 


It is 'a. well known' fact that pedestrians pay 


little heed to approaching cars, if -they are on 
.the right side of the road, and'oftentimes with 
defective lights or being blinded by an ap- 
proaching light,-the driver is'unaware of the 
danger until he is right uponithe person., Then 
what happens? Either, the'''person is :struck 
or in an effort to avoid the accident, the car 
plunge's into the 'ditch and occupants' suffer 
serious if not fatal injuries, z ' • 


The coming-legislature should, enact-a law 


making it compulsory for persons 'to face the 
approaching car) thus' creating greater' safe- 
guards. At this time of the'year there is con- 
siderable fog,, and the only way to make it 
safe'is the.enactment of a law'such as is sug- 
gested here. 'Many persons walking along the 
highways are handicapped through defective 
hearing or 'some .other; Sailing; and- they -are 
constantly in 'danger so long as the old custom 
of walking on the right side of the road is 
followed out. 'It. means no hardships, only'a 
campaign of education,"-and with a law making 
it mandatory,' there'.is "'going to be less acci- 
dents and all 'pedestrians can journey along 
the highwaysywitli; a greater degree of safety. 
May we not have the united support of the 
Wisconsin daily'.'and weekly; press in this move- 
ment which is worthwhile'Vnd-will be enacted, 
if the people as a whole-get back of the' sug- 
gestion.—Sheboygan Press. .

ANTELOPE DISAPPEARING 


The American antelope is threatened with 


extinction, according to officials of the .'depart- 
ment of the Interior at Yellowstone Park. Un- 
less extensive • protective measures are taken, 
animal widely admired for its coloring, delicate 
proportions and zephyr-like movements, soon 
will be seen only in museums. 


There, are probably not more than 3,000 an- 


telope remaining in the U. S., and the total 
number in the park is about 350. In 1903 the 
number was estimated at 2,000. 


The cause of the antelope has been taken up [ 


by the American Bison Society of New York.,1 
A number of societies interested in game pres-j 
crvation will-meet jointly, in the east soon to;; 
consider a program to protect antelope.
